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_.__ The cover sketch, by Ruth Beede, depicts a room in the Ebenezer 
Smith home as it might have been at the time the Town of Meredith 
was incorporated in 1768. Col. Smith is the gentleman who is sitting 
back-to because unfortunately there are no known pictures or physical 
descriptions of him or of his home. 


By. After the incorporation of the town, Col. Smith was its leading 
citizen for 40 years. Among his many civic activities, he served as 
Selectman for 35 years. 


In 1781, Col. Smith of Meredith was mentioned as one of the 
leading members of a convention assembled at Concord, N.H. for the 
purpose of framing a state constitution. 


The old record books show him to have been the genius of the 
settlement. The people of Meredith and of Laconia today owe much 
to the strong common sense and business ability of this old pioneer. 
He died August 22, 1807 and is buried in the little cemetery at the 
head of Lake Opechee.

ARCHER J. SCRIBNER 


This issue of the Annual Town Report is dedicated to 
the memory of Archer J. Scribner, our Town Manager from 
April, 1961 until his untimely and unexpected death at the 
early age of 54 in August, 1967. Mr. Scribner or “Arch’’, 
or “Archie”, as he was known to most of us, came to Mere- 
dith as Town Manager from Thomaston, Maine and had pre- 
viously been town and city manager in various communities 
a the state of Maine, including Old Town, Van Buren, Calais, 
etc. 


During the time “Arch” was with us he initiated writ- 
ing a column for the local newspaper entitled, “This Is Your 
Town’, for the purpose of keeping the townspeople inform- 
ed as to what was taking place in town government 
and for which there seemed to be great interest. He will be 
perhaps best remembered for his interest in the improve- 
ment of our parks and playgrounds and our waterfront, 
which were raised to a high standard as recreational areas, 
both on his own initiative and working closely with the Parks 
and Playgrounds Commission. The most outstanding changes 
occurred at Leavitt Park, Prescott Park, and the waterfront 
in general. 


“Arch” was born in Patten, Maine. During the seven 
years “Arch was with us he made many friends, both in 
town and throughout the state. He will be missed by many, 
particularly those of us who worked closely with him.

Selectmen’s Report 


Since it has been several years that our Annual Town 
Report has contained a review of the year’s activities and 
an outline of the duties of the Board of Selectmen, it is our 
belief that perhaps such a report would now be timely and 
perhaps interesting. 


As you are aware, the voters several years ago estab- 
lished a Town Manager form of government, wherein the 
Manager is hired by the Board of Selectmen as the adminis- 
trative head, or business manager, of the Town. Direct su- 
pervision and control of the various town departments are 
within his jurisdiction, and he in turn is under the general 
Supervision and control of the Board of Selectmen. The Board 
of Selectmen meets every Monday evening at 7:30, except 
upon occasion when this is not possible due to unusual cir- 
cumstances; however, in this case, many times a meeting is 
held later later in the week, and we also hold special meet- 
ings whenever the occasion arises. The Town Manager is usu- 
ally present at the meetings, and town business is discussed 
by both parties. Any resident or taxpayer may appear at 
these meetings to discuss any legitimate business or com- 
plaint that he may have. We also meet frequently with mem- 
bers of other civic organizations. The Selectmen, being elected 
officials, constitute the policy-making Board of the Town, 
to see that the wishes of the people are carried out. All mat- 
ters pertaining to appraisal and assessment of property for 
tax purposes, as well as requests for and granting of abate- 
ments, are within the sole jurisdiction of the Board. We are 
also charged with the duty of compiling a list of persons be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 70, who are residents of the town on 
April 1st of each year, for assessment of head and poll taxes. 
In assessing property for the taxable year it is necessary 
that we check boats that are in the town on April 1st, both 
through inventories furnished by boat owners and with the 
cooperation of marina proprietors, and in many cases check- 
ing individually where boats are kept on private property. It 
is also necessary to check gasoline pumps, tanks, stock in 
trade, mobile homes, etc., all of which constitute our assessed 
valuation of taxable property, upon which our taxes are 
raised. 


In addition, it is our practice to have at least one repre- 
sentative attend all meetings of such organizations as the 
New Hampshire Municipal Association, Assessors Associ- 
ation, Public Works Association, and other meetings where 
information concerning town matters is exchanged and our 
mutual problems discussed. Meredith is also represented on 
the New Hampshire Municipal Association by Mr. Allan, who 
is presently Vice-President, and who is also 2nd Vice-Presi- 
dent of the New Hampshire Assessor’s Association. 
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Due to the untimely death of Mr. Archer Scribner, our 
former Town Manager, in August of 1967, the Board appoint- 
ed Mr. Allan to act as Town Manager until a new Manager 
could be hired, this in addition to his duties as a member of 
the Board of Selectmen. After interviewing several appli- 
cants, the Board of Selectmen hired Mr. Earle D. Hardy, who 
was Town Manager at Kennebunk, Maine, to fill the vacancy 
here as of the Ist of January, 1968. 


The Selectmen will probably propose a modest increase 
in their salary, as the $400 per annum, and $500 for the 
Chairman, which we now receive, was established many years 
ago and is small recompense for the time it is now necessary 
to spend on town affairs; and it might in a small way en- 
courage more persons to be candidates for these positions. 


Among the things accomplished during 1967, which we 
feel should be mentioned, was the completion of a betterment 
project by the State Division of Public Works and Highways 
at the junction of the Meredith Neck Road and Old Hubbard 
Road, to eliminate a hazardous condition. The Town parti- 
cipated in this project financially. 


Reconstruction of the Black Brook Road, sometimes call- 
ed the Lower Bay Road, was begun in 1967, and just under a 
mile of this road was completed except for an asphalt surfac- 
ing which will not be applied until spring in order to give the 
graveled part of the road an opportunity to settle. This is 
the first phase in the reconstruction of this road for its entire 
length, which will probably be done in two more phases if and 
when funds are available and apportioned for that project. 
This work was done by the State Division of Public Works 
and Highways under a Town Road Aid project, in which the 
state pays the greater share of the expense, the balance being 
contributed by the town together with assistance in the mat- 
ter of men and equipment as requested. 


An action for compensation for land taken for a parking 
lot at the so-called Cattle Landing, and ownership by the 
Town of a small piece of shore frontage where a town dock 
is located for the convenience of Bear Island residents, which 
has been a matter of long standing, was finally settled out of 
court by an award of $13,000, and as a result the Town has 
now acquired a deed to that property. 


An additional cruiser was provided for the Police De- 
partment, and two additional police officers authorized, giv- 
ing us a permanent police force of a chief, one sergeant, and 
three patrolmen, enabling the Town to have better coverage 
24 hours a day. 


We have been successful in eliminating some junk auto- 
mobiles on private property, and have a man who takes 12 
or 15 cars a week, which have been brought to the public 
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dump. However, much remains to be done before these un- 
sightly cars can be entirely eliminated, and while the laws 
are on the books for enforcement the disposition so far has 
created a problem. It is hoped that in the not too distant fu- 
ture some method can be worked out to dispose of a greater 
number of these cars. 


New radios have been purchased for the Police Depart- 
ment, which will tie in with the Sheriff’s network, so that 
our Police Department should be able to be in almost immedi- 
ate contact with his office and through them to any town in 
Belknap County. 


It will be necessary to purchase an additional pump for 
the sewerage pumping station on Route 3, as directed by the 
State Water Pollution and Control Commission, in order to 
take care of the extra load placed upon the plant during the 
spring runoff. It will also be necessary to purchase a genera- 
tor for auxiliary power in case of a power failure. This matter 
is under study by Mr. Salvatore Grasso, our sanitary engi- 
neer, working with the Water Pollution and Control Commis- 
sion. He will also make a study of the proposed extension of 
the sewer line up Pleasant Street as far as Mudgett Avenue, 
and including those side streets, and prepare an estimate of 
the cost. 


For the first time, oiling of our roads was done by the 
firm of Bell & Flynn of Stratham, New Hampshire instead 
of by our Public Works Department. It is believed that this 
was most satisfactory inasmuch as that is their business, 
and they have specialized equipment. We were most pleased 
with the result. This freed our highway crew to work on other 
projects, of which we had plenty. We hope to continue this 
practice. 


Lang Street was resurfaced for its entire length this 
year. It is our intention, if funds are available, to resurface 
one or two streets each year, particularly in the compact sec- 
tion of the town, and of course to continue to seal roads al- 
ready oiled where needed, and oil additional roads insofar as 
funds will permit it. 


The Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager, Archer 
Seribner, arranged a rabies clinic for dogs, in accordance 
with the new law, which apparently was successful. At about 
the same time Mr. Charles Bonner was appointed Dog Offi- 
cer for the Town, something that we felt has been needed for 
some time. Since he is also the manager of the Laconia office 
of the New Hampshire Humane Society, he has the appropri- 
ate equipment to apprehend vicious or stray dogs and to ulti- 
mately dispose of those not claimed. 


The Municipal Building has over the past two or three 
years developed several bad leaks in the roof, which in turn 
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have caused portions of the ceiling to fall. We hope that this 
condition can be eliminated once and for all, and as a step in 
this direction have had Mr. Ken Taylor, together with a rep- 
resentative of the Therrien Roofing Company of Manchest- 
er, inspect the roof carefully with a view to installing new 
roofing materials covering the whole roof. An estimate will 
probably be on hand prior to Town Meeting so that the mat- 
ter may be presented for approval. Also in the Municipal 
Building, it is expected that either considerable repair or in- 
stallation of a new heating unit will be necessary in the im- 
mediate future, and figures for that should be ready in time 
for Town Meeting. 


Erection of new buildings and remodelling of others is 
still progressing at a rapid rate, and with some new real 
estate developments that have been started it appears that 
the Town is still growing. All this of course adds to our as- 
sessed valuation for tax purposes. 


It is the Board’s opinion that the dock at Bear Island, 
which is owned by the Town, should be reconstructed as soon 
as practicable after iceout, and the Winnipesaukee Marine 
Construction Company has already given an estimate of ap- 
proximately $6,000 for what we believe would be a suitable 
dock. An article will no doubt appear in the Warrant for this 
purpose. The present dock is in a dangerous condition, and the 
cost of keeping it repaired is expensive. 


The Board of Selectmen will attempt to continue to work 
for the best interests of the Town and make improvements 
insofar as money is available. We are looking forward to a 
prosperous year for our Town and continuation of cordial re- 
lations with our residents and taxpayers.

Tax Collector’s Report 


A few years ago I endeavored to bring out the duties 
of a Tax Collector by means of a letter printed in the Town 
Report. Since that time it appears that many people are 
still confused as to the duties, and also as to the proper 
means, of correcting errors either in the assessing of Poll 
Taxes, State Head Taxes, Real Estate Taxes, or any other 
taxes committed to the Tax Collector. 


Briefly, the Tax Collector collects the above taxes 
through the means of a warrant committed to him by the 
Board of Selectmen. He does not have the authority to abate 
taxes or to add taxes to the warrants committed to him. 


Since this authority rests in the Board alone, any person 
who questions a tax which has been levied, or who wishes 
a name or piece of property added to a tax warrant, should 
contact the Board for the correction or addition. The Board 
in turn, if it confirms a correction or an addition, will notify 
the Tax Collector in writing and he may then enter the 
change in the warrant. 


All requests for abatements should be made in writing 
to the Board of Selectmen for their consideration and action 
and not to the Tax Collector. 


Poll and State Head Taxes are Demand Taxes and are 
due when the bill is presented. If by any chance a person 
who is liable does not receive a bill, it is that person’s respon- 
sibility to ascertain the reason why. In connection with these 
taxes, persons signing applications for driving licenses, car 
registration, fishing or hunting licenses should be sure that 
these taxes have been paid before the applications are signed. 
State law requires that applicants for the above must show 
a signed receipt, by the Tax Collector, to the Town Clerk 
when requesting drivers’ licenses, or car registrations, and 
to any person who sells hunting and fishing licenses. 


If there is any question concerning a tax bill it should 
be resolved promptly in order to avoid interest charges for 
delayed payments after December 1 of the tax year. 


Uncollected taxes place a financial strain on the Town, 
and persons who remit their share of Town costs promptly 
are carrying the burden of responsibility for their defaulting 
neighbors. The Town is placed in an embarrassing situation 
when it tries to meet monetary commitments and is forced 
to borrow in anticipation of taxes. With respect to real estate 
taxes, partial payments may be made in sums of not less than 
ten dollars, or in any sum divisible by ten dollars, prior to 
the receipt of the real estate tax assessment. 


It is important for every citizen to bear in mind when 
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he votes at Town Meeting for various appropriations, that 
he is committing his town to certain financial obligations. 
These obligations can be met only through taxes assessed 
on this voting citizen (if he is a property owner) and his 
neighbor. He must stand ready to pay them promptly if his 
town is to remain solvent. 


I would like to stress the fact that the Tax Collector 
maintains regular office hours at the Municipal Building, 
Mondays through Fridays (except holidays), from 8:00 a.m. 
to 5:00 p.m. All tax records are kept at the Municipal Build- 
ing and for this reason I cannot accept payments at home 
cr on the street. The reason for this should be quite obvious 
and it is requested that all requests for receipts in payment 
of taxes, payments of taxes, etc., be made through and at 
the office.

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Report of the Planning Board 


At Town Meeting this past year, the town voted to par- 
ticipate in the “701”? Urban Assistance Program. An appli- 
cation for a grant was filed by the State of New Hampshire in 
behalf of the town with the federal government on or about 
June 30 and it was anticipated that the program would get 
underway in the second quarter of the fiscal year. Congress 
delayed appropriating the necessary funds until the end of 
November hence the time schedule was set back although 
sufficient funds were appropriated to cover the towns in New 
Hampshire that had applied. Hans Klunder Associates, anti- 
cipating final approval and not wishing extensive delay, went 
ahead without pay and conducted the door-to-door survey in 
August and have been working on the tabulation in their 
spare time. The application is in final processing in Washing- 
ton at the present time and the allocation may come before 
Town Meeting. 


The board, with the approval of the selectmen, has an 
article in the Warrant asking the town to consider joining 
the towns of Center Harbor, Moultonboro, Tuftonboro, Wolfe- 
boro, Alton, Gilford and the city of Laconia to form a Lakes 
Region Planning Committee. The board feels that a definite 
need exists for the towns in this region to get together to 
plan solutions for problems which extend beyond the borders 
of each individual town. Little or no communication on these 
problems exists between these communities at present and 
a regional planning commission can provide an excellent 
means for discussion and planning concerning the lake, trans- 
portation, communication and regional economic problems. 


A second article concerning subdivision regulations, with 
the approval of the selectmen, will be included in the War- 
rant for consideration by the town. The purpose of sub- 
division regulations is to provide guidelines for the orderly 
growth of undeveloped land in the town according to reason- 
able standards, such as health and safety by reason of the 
lack of reasonable water supply, drainage, transportation or 
other public services, or to avoid an excessive expenditure of 
public funds for the supply of such services. Such regulations 
would provide for the proper arrangement and coordination 
of streets within subdivisions, for open spaces of adequate 
proportions, for suitably located streets of sufficient width 
to accommodate prospective traffic, utilities and to afford 
unhampered access by fire fighting apparatus. The regula- 
tions are primarily to act as a guide for developers. 


It is considered that the purpose of subdivision regula- 
tions would be accomplished by setting reasonable standards 
for: 1. Health and safety; 2. Streets and roads; 3. Sewage; 
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4, Surface water drainage; 5. Water supply; 6. Open space 
areas. 


Subdivision regulations are not intended to be final and 
binding as such. Reasonable variances would be granted by 
the planning board, and changes in the regulations would be 
made necessary from time to time. Suggestions by residents 
of the town for improvements in such regulations would be 
welcomed. 


If authority is granted, the planning board and the 
selectmen, with the assistance of Town Manager Karle Hardy, 
Chief of Police Norman Martin, Fire Chief Sherman Carter, 
Highway Superintendent Lester Sargent and planning con- 
sultants Hans Klunder Associates would compile a draft of 
the regulations. The draft would be discussed with the town’s 
physicians, state officials, real estate agents, developers and 
other interested civic groups and individuals. After being 
checked by Town Counsel, Attorney John Ramsey for legality, 
the draft of the regulations would be submitted to the tax- 
payers at a public meeting for consideration and approval. If 
deletions, additions or changes are requested at this meet- 
ing, then they would be incorporated in the draft and another 
public meeting scheduled. As many public meetings as are 
necessary would be held to obtain a final approved form. 
After receiving approval at a public meeting, the board would 
adopt the regulations. 


The present members of the board feel that regulations 
to protect the taxpayers of this town are long overdue. Im- 
properly planned developments can be very costly to the town 
as a few of the subdivisions now in existence have proved. 
The regulations would in no way restrict the land to com- 
mercial, residential or agricultural usage. They would in no 
way restrict buildings as to type, kind, size or use. They 
would stipulate that a developer provide adequate roads, sur- 
face water drainage, water supply and sewage disposal for the 
subdivision. 


The board regrets that Mr. Osbert Rafuse had to resign 
from the board during the past year because of reasons of 
health. Atty. Andrew J. Marks was appointed by the select- 
men to fill the vacancy.

Report of The 
Parks and Playgrounds Commission 


During the past year two dugouts were added at Pres- 
cott Park. Also at Prescott Park the grandstand was torn 
down. After an investigation by the commission, finding 
many sections unsafe, it was recommended that for safety’s 
sake, the grandstand should come down before someone was 
seriously hurt. 


Although not all the landscaping was completed at the 
town dock area, it was much improved. It is hoped that more 
can be done in this area this year. 


In reference to Leavitt Park, the commission is waiting 
to meet with the Comprehensive Study Group to develop a 
long-range improvement plan for this area. 


It must be noted that this past year we were given the 
opportunity to acquire the Meredith Bay Restaurant, which 
the commission felt would make an excellent community 
building. But many obstacles interfered. No funds were 
available for a project of this size, moving the building to 
town property, etc. There was not enough time to call the 
necessary town meeting to get the approval of the voters to 
appropriate the funds, so this fine building went elsewhere. It 
is very evident that in the near future a community building 
such as this will be needed. 


It was brought to the attention of the commission that 
maybe the skating rink in Meredith should be boarded so 
that many of the young people may take part in the sport of 
hockey, which today is becoming more and more popular in 
the schools of the country. Many of our young people belong 
to teams in other communities which have these facilities.

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Report of the Bicentennial General Committee 


Through all of 1967, in fair weather and foul, the Gen- 
eral committee met on Monday nights to forward celebration 
plans; to hear reports of committee chairmen; to interview 
representatives of commercial enterprises and to make selec- 
tions or rejections of goods and services they had to offer; to 
authorize Bicentennial sponsorship of various social, civic 
and sports functions to be held in 1968; to handle a mountain 
of correspondence; and to labor over a budget that was never 
quite adequate to the demands being made upon it. 

Since the last Town Report was issued, the Historical 
Society’s book “Early Meredith” has been published, and 
some official presentations made; the bronze and silver coins, 
bearing Ruth Beede’s Old Oak design, offered for sale; var- 
ious other souvenirs ordered; the Sled Dog races and Bel- 
knap County Midget Championships (at Gunstock) run off 
under Bicentennial aegis; the New Year’s first baby appropri- 
ately saluted; a meeting held with Laconia’s Diamond Jubilee 
group and a pledge given of co-operation in their commemo- 
ration; and a tentative program of events scheduled. 

Already we have outgrown the nine day limit of the Big 
Week, and have had to arrange for an Antique Car Parade to 
be held on Sunday, July 21. All Bicentennial committees are 
hard at work in their individual areas. The members deserve 
particular commendation, but the roster is too long to list 
here. However, it should be noted that the Fringe Benefit 
chairmen duly issued their beard-growing edict early in 1968, 
and some evidence of it will be visible at Town Meeting. A 
“call to arms” for a proposed militia was inserted in The 
Meredith News by the March on Laconia Committee; and the 
Queen Committee hopes to select a reigning beauty sometime 
after May 1 and before June 15. Any young miss between the 
ages of 17 and 24, who is a year-round or summer resident of 
Meredith, is eligible. 

Meredith’s waterfront, in a color photo by Eric Sanford, 
is gracing the cover of the Lakes Region Vacation Guide; and 
a host of other publicity angles will be forthcoming. A final 
budget request appears under a special article in the Warrant. 
Hopefully, if the weatherman co-operates and the crowds 
meet expectations, it is estimated that fifty percent of the 
outlay may be returned to the Town by the end of the year. 

We repeat and underline the theme of last year’s report: 
every citizen of the Town must become involved in one cate- 
gory or another if the finished production is finally to be- 
come Meredith’s own Bicentennial.

Report of the Water Commissioners 


Major improvements to the water system during 1967 
consisted of cleaning the 9000 ft. of 10 inch transmission 
main from the reservoir to Stevens Ave. and the installation 
of the soda-ash treatment equipment at the Treatment Plant. 


The cleaning project was considerably more costly and 
complicated than we had anticipated but it accomplished our 
principal purpose by increasing the water flow in the trans- 
mission line from about 5380 gpm to about 1230 gpm. Unfor- 
tunately for many people, it also caused great disturbances 
throughout the system and caused severe “red water’ con- 
ditions in some areas. Until we can afford to cement line this 
main and also complete a more direct line from the pump 
house to the reservoir, this “red water” condition will prob- 
ably continue to occur from time to time. 


Apparently the great increase in water flow from the 
reservoir loosened some of the rust accumulation in many of 
the older mains and has resulted in much additional clogging 
of the system. This has caused a serious situation to develop 
in the Plymouth St. - Circle Drive section and beyond, and 
also worsened conditions at the American Asbestos Mill and 
on Stevens Ave. At the present time, these and other areas 
are without sufficient water flows to adequately provide 
proper fire protection. This, of course, is a very serious condi- 
tion and should be corrected as soon as possible. 


Because of this hazardous situation and also because the 
Water Department has now nearly reached its limit in debt 
service obligations, the Commissioners have decided to ask 
the voters of the town for sufficient funds to resolve the situ- 
ation and bring the present water system up to date. 


During the past eight years the Commissioners have 
tried to accomplish this monumental task without placing any 
burden on the taxpayers and certainly much has been ac- 
complished. A “loop line” has been installed from Dover St. 
to the stop lights on Route #3; the 4 inch main on Wauke- 
wan St. has been replaced with 6 inch pipe; the Department 
has extended mains on Bay Shore Drive, Colby Road and 
Canal St.; land was acquired off Reservoir Road where a 
Treatment Plant has been built and equipped for proper 
metering and treatment as required by the State; the res- 
ervoir gate structure and gates have been improved; the 
reservoir has been drained and cleaned; 9000 ft. of transmis- 
sion line has been cleaned; a new 10 inch transmission line 
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has been extended from Route #104 to Mass Ave.; a number 
of hydrants have been replaced with new ones; and numerous 
other projects of a more minor nature have been completed. 


We feel that all of this has been quite an accomplishment 
for a Department with a gross income of about $25,000.00 
per year. However, the time has now arrived when we be- 
lieve it is our duty to request financial aid from the taxpay- 
ers in order to finish the job properly and within a reasonable 
time period. This matter has been discussed at length with 
the Selectmen, Town Manager and Town Counsel and, on the 
basis of latest figures for estimating purposes, we have pre- 
pared a cost estimate of the necessary steps to be taken in 
order to bring the present water system up to date. 


The total cost involved amounts to $275,000.00 and there 
will be an article in the town warrant asking for a 30 year 
bond issue in this amount. Included in the total is the sum of 
$40,000.00 which will be used to cancel the remainder of the 
Water Department short term notes and accrued. interest. 
This will then enable the Water Department to make annual 
payments to the town of $8,000.00, or a total of $240,000.00 
over the 30 year life of the proposed bond. It is the feeling of 
the Commissioners that $8,000.00 per year is the maximum 
amount the Water Department can afford in debt service ob- 
ligations without hampering normal operations and we pro- 
pose to sign an agreement with the Selectmen which will 
obligate the Department for this annual payment. If the vot- 
ers accept the proposal it is also our intention to make ar- 
rangements with the Town Manager to oversee and manage 
the entire operation and he has already offered his complete 
cooperation. 


Assuming an interest rate of 414 percent, the first year 
principal and interest payment on the proposed bond issue 
will amount to about $21,375.00 of which $8,000.00 will be 
paid by the Water Department, leaving about $138,375.00 to 
be borne by the taxpayers. According to our calculations, 
this amount would add about 50c to the tax rate and this, of 
course, would reduce each year thereafter as the interest pay- 
ment diminishes. 


It should probably be pointed out at this time that the 
water users in the village are also taxpayers and will also be 
assuming an additional share of the burden in their tax bill 
as well as in their water bill. Incidentally, since the water 
rates were just increased as of October 1st, we do not anti- 
cipate the necessity of another increase in the immediate fu- 
ture although they should be re-examined periodically in the 
light of increased costs of operation. 


In the event the bond issue as requested should be voted 
down, we are also including the usual article in the warrant 
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for authority to borrow up to $45,000.00 and asking that we 
be permitted to borrow the entire amount this year in order 
to cancel all of our present short term notes. This will give 
us approximately $5,000.00 in additional funds to work with 
in 1968 but, obviously, no major projects would be possible. If 
the bond issue is approved, we shall move to “postpone in- 
definitely” this second article. 


We have tried to state the situation as clearly and brief- 
ly as possible in this report and are attaching a supplement 
showing our proposed improvements to the system together 
with the estimated costs.

Report of the Town Nurse 


This has been a very busy year with 1,701 home visits 
made. Of these, 1,318 were for nursing procedures, such as 
bed and tub baths, injections, dressings, irrigations, etc. Many 
of these required an hour to complete, and were requested 
two or three times weekly. There were 54 office visits. 


Since I was having 12 to 15 visits on Mondays and Fri- 
days, Mrs. June Plummer, R.N., was employed to assist me 
on these days. She began her duties on April 21, and I am 
most fortunate to have her, as she is a local nurse who knows 
the patients and where they live. She also relieves me for 
Meeps and sick leave, if needed. I am very grateful to have 

er. 


Medicare required that we have a physical therapist and 
bookkeeper for our patient services, in order to qualify for 
their program. On October 5, Mrs. Henrietta White, R.P.T., 
was employed. She comes to Meredith weekly, and with a 
physician’s request will give therapy to all our patients. In 
the past three months she has given 54 treatments. On Oc- 
tober 6, Mrs. Beverly Curtis was employed as bookkeeper on 
a part-time basis, working on records pertaining to Medicare. 


This year 2 blood drawings were held by the Red Cross 
Mobile Unit; the first in June, with 41 donors, and the other 
in September, with 26. I sincerely feel we should do better, 
as this is a most vital project, and I await suggestions from 
anyone on how to obtain more donors. 


In October a very successful Measles Clinic was held for 
pre-school, kindergarten and children through grade 8. There 
were 268 children vaccinated. 


Our service clubs, local organizations as well as individ- 
uals have been very generous with donations of clothing, 
blankets, bedding, dishes, toys, Thanksgiving and Christmas 
baskets, and money, which bring happiness and necessities 
to many families. 


Seventy-three patients were taken to local physicians’ 
offices, and fifteen to Lakes Region General Hospital. Seven 
were taken to specialists. 


The following requests were also made: 14 for crutches; 
10 for walkers; 12 for wheelchairs; 8 for hospital beds, and 
many other bedside needs. One pair of Canadian crutches, a 
step-stool, foot-board, 8 canes, bed-pans, urinals, and john- 
nies were donated for the supply closet. Consultations were 
held with Miss Betty Noys, Medicare; Mrs. Virginia Knowl- 
ton, P.H.N., clinic information; Mr. Warren Burgess, Blue 
Cross representative; Mrs. Helen Weeks, local welfare; and 
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Miss Ruth Morgan, nutritional consultant for the state of 
New Hampshire. An all-day workshop was held for public 
health nurses at Concord in December, which both June and 
I attended. 


Many thanks to our physicians, the board of directors, 
and all volunteers who have assisted in clinics, etc., to make 
our community a healthier one.

At the annual meeting of the Meredith Public Health 
Nursing Association on January 10th, 1967, the following 
officers were elected: President, Mr. J. James Treloar; Vice- 
President, Mrs. Herman E. Olsen; Secretary, George C. 
Bauer; and Treasurer, Mr. John W. Beede. The Directors 
elected were: Mr. Leo Kershaw, 1 year; Dr. Marjorie Wood- 
man, 2 years; Charles Hildreth, 3 years. Nominating Com- 
mittee: Clarence Thorne, Mrs. George D. Russell and Mrs. 
Kurt Wolf. 


Mr. Jesse Trow, coordinator on Medicare, gave an inter- 
esting summary on Medicare and how it affects the elderly 
in our town. He pointed out that every Medicare recipient 
should read carefully in the Medicare booklet, what he or she 
is entitled to under this program. One must pay for the first 
$50.00 incurred in medical bills before they are eligible for 
Medicare benefits. Hospitals, nursing homes and public health 
nursing associations must be authorized by the federal agency 
before they can be reimbursed for services under Medicare. 
Mr. Trow had a illustrative map of New Hampshire which 
showed the northern part of our state devoid of facilities to 
accommodate Medicare patients because nothing was approv- 
ed by the federal agency. It is imperative that each commun- 
ity develop their own facilities for approval so that the elder- 
ly will have the care that the program provides...Regular 
monthly meetings of the executive board have been held. 
Special meetings have been held to evaluate the role the 
Meredith Public Health Association would play in Medicare. 
The board voted to qualify for Medicare reimbursement for 
nursing care and in turn upgrade, as demands increase for 
our services so our elderly Medicare patients would get the 
nursing care due them through the program. 


The Public Health Nurse, Mrs. Orilla M. Richards, R. N., 
has made over 1,438 home visits and 80 office visits. Over 
800 visits were for patients over 65 years of age requiring 
nursing procedures. The senior citizens of Meredith comprise 
50% of our nursing services. We hope the action and fore- 
sightedness of the board will enable our senior citizens to re- 
ceive the full benefits from their Medicare program. 


Mr. Osbert Rafuse, whose term has terminated, has 
served in various capacities in the Association for many 
years and his efforts and experience will be greatly missed.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


After several successive years of drought, the rains of 
1967 came as a welcome change. Our record of the past fire 
season is good. Our thanks to all who contributed to achieve 
this good record. Continued improvement in the matter of ac- 
curate, prompt detection and effective action for suppression 
of fires can help maintain this good, worthwhile record, even 
though we do not have an abundance of rain as in the fire sea- 
son of 1967. 


It will help if we follow these simple suggestions: 

1. No burning of debris and waste between the hours of 
9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M., and then only with a writ- 
ten permit from the Fire Warden. 

2. Take debris and waste to the Town Dump. 

3. Maintain a clean, safe dump. 


4, Keep matches away from children. 


5. Be sure matches and smoking material are dead out 
when we discard them. 


6. Set a good example for others in fire prevention. In 
1967 we had 6 fires and 1 false alarm, burning over 
3 acres.
